A civil service law to lake state pen- 
al and charitable In.itltutions out of 
politics, a minimum watjo law, leglB- 
lation providing for an cifilit-hour day 
for women, provision for school at- 
tendance offlcera In all the counties of 
the state and raising the legal a^e of 
protection for girls, will be incUidcd 
In the legislative program of the ko- 
olal welfare and Impravament agen- 
cies of Kentucky. 

At a meeting of the Kentuoky Co- 
operative Counoll, eompoaed of rep- 
resentallraa the organisation, held at 
the Unlveralty ot Kentuoky, Lexing- 
ton. Saturday afternoon, It waa de- 
cided to have a social legUIaloin oom- 
mlttee appointed by the president. Dr. 
Frank L. MoVey, the Hrat ot tho week.' 
The committee, will harmonise the 
varloua proposals, bring about an 
agreement on atate welfare policies 
and work out the best possible pro- 
gram of legislation to be presented 
to the General As!>embly 1" January. 

President Frank i, .MrVey delivered 
a short address of welcome to the 
twenty-flve men and women who com- 
pose the ad"ij*ory body, and the min- 
utes of the . "8t meeting, lieid at llie 
University In July, were read \ com- 
mittee appointed at that time to make 
a schedule and survey of the towns 
and aotlvltlea ot the atate to be used 
In the eo>operatlve eltort of the social 
welfare aganeiaa reported and Ita flnd- 
inga ware approved. 

Mra. R. P. HiaUoek; ot LoatavUla. 
repreaaating th* ICaiitneky 
era' League, aald that the 
would have piaaaatad to the 
ture blUa Cor aa ^^ight-honr ttf fbr 
women and a fwititmnm wage law. The 
latter bill would provide for separate 
executive boards for each Industry, 
she said. 

Mrs. Lafon Riker, of Harrodsburg, 
president of the Kentucky Federation 
of Woman's Clubs, reported that the 
iegislative program of the federation 
included a civil service law; a bill to 
raise the age ot protection for girls 
to eighteen yeara and to extend equal 
protection to boys; funds for equip 
meat and Improvement of the Pine 
Bluff sohool for girfai at Shelbyvllle, to 
which the glrla at the State Houaea of 
Reform are being removed; aehool at- 
tendanoe oflloera ttor each oounty; aad 
dormitory taoilltlea aad laboratories 
for Home Bconomlos work In the Uni- 
versity of Kentocky. 

Misses Alloe Uoyd and Jaade O. 
Yancey and Dr. J. S. Locke, of thla 
city, were prominent members In at' 
tendance at this meeting.

Within the next few weeks there 
will be opened to the ooya and young 
men ot Maysvllle aitd Maaon oounty a 
free gymnaaium and olub rooma. It 
the plana being baokad by the Red 
Triangle Committee ot Maaon oounty 
are carried out 

A very enthualastic meeting of many 
prominent local busineai^ men and 
minlaters waa held at the Presbyter- 
ian church Sunday afternoon when 
Mr. L. F. Kerfoss, district Secretary 
of the Y. .M. C. A. exjilained a pro- 
posed plan for the realization of this 
dream of many Maysvllle men for sev- 
eral years. 

It was prnjiosed that a campaign for 
$4,000 be put on in .Mason county and 
with this fund the Y. M. C. A. will 
equip a Red Triangle Club Room and 
gymnasium for the free use of the 
young men and boya. For aeveral 
yeara the fact that there waa no place 
for the young men to apend their even- 
ings haa played on many local men 
who are backing this movement very 
strongly. 

There will be another meeting of 
the men Interested at the Chamber 
of Commerce building on Tuesday 
evening when plans will be further 
discussed hut it seems that the cam- 
paign will be a success and that the 
<-lub rooms and gymnasium will soon 
be established.

A number of the olty paatora and 
laymen met at the study of tho First 
M. B. Churoh, South, this morning 
with Rev. L, L. Plekatt. one of the 
state organlaers of the Dry Fsderation 
of Kentuoky Prohibltloniata, aad or- 
ganised Maaon oounty tor the cam- 
paign tor the dry -oonaUtatloBal 
amendment. 

This Dry Federation Is made up of 
a union of all of tho organized dry 
forces In Kentucky, namely, the W. C. 
T. v., the Anti-Saloon League, the Dry 
League of I be Democratic Tarty, and 
of the Hepuhlican parly and the Dry 
lycayue of Cailiolics. All of those 
forces liave iiniteil to put over the dry 
amendment to tlio coiLstitution of 
Kentucky which is voted on at the ap- 
proaching election. The Prohibition 
party also ia represented in this Fed- 
eration. County chairman, elaoted but 
has not yet accepted; vice chairman. 
Rev. A. F. stahl; secretary-trOaaurer, 
Rev. Worth S. Peters; Publicity Man- 
ager, Rev. J. 3, Dickey. These form 
the Bzeoutlve Committee or the Coun- 
ty Chairman will be appointed in eaeh 
precinct and ward and a vigprona 
campaign inaugurated for the next 
two weeks.

Many small towns, Where fairly good roads would make a large 
country practice easily accessible, are entirely without physicians 
though they offer better lioppB to the young doctor than the crowded 
districts where there is a physieiau in every block. 

This probably is one of the deformities of the war which time 
will heal. The doctors will sec for themselves the folly of the sit- 
uation and little by little take up these outlying practices which 
mean hard work^ perhaps, but none the less a good, sobstsntial liv- 

There is no class of men more beloved than that of the country 

doctor, who is puhysieian, father confessor and elder brother all in 
one to a host of grateful people. .Vlso no branch of the profession of- 
fers wider experience r greater opprtunity for devebpment in skill 
and versatility. 

The situation is not entire!., up to the doctors. The rural dis- 
trict which lacks good medical s rvice must do its part by improving 
its roads, stirring its population to such payment of its bills as will 
make life possible for the doctor. It must also develop it» social 
life along lines wliich will maki u sidence among nts people atirfic- 
tive to the man of high mental attainment such as the good doctor- 
must be.

The following Is an extract Uken 
ttifn the September 27, 1919, number 
Of the Army and Navy Register: 

ABiertoaa cemeteries in Europe 
have rccwitlr been reduced from near- 
ly 1,400 to abort 700. A large reduc- 
tloa in thto number will probably be 
mad* during the prooeae of concen- 
tration In which the military forcee of 
England, France and the United BUtea 
are neceisarily engaged. 

The graves registration iervioc hai 
placed most of these cemeteriea in ex- 
cellent condition, and la now actively 
engaged in an effort to perfect the ap- 
pearance ot every one. Considerable 
time win be necesBary for the com- 
pletion of this groat ta»k. The com- 
manding general In France has recent- 
ly cabled to the War Department that 
all reports of the progress of the work 
are favorable. Congress now haa un- 
der consideration the first definite ap- 
propriation for this purpose. 

The matter of placing stone mark- 
on on the graves ot our dead In Eu- 
rope la engaglnB the attention of the 
quartermaator general, and the advice 
ot the national fine arts commission is 
being sought with reference to fitting 
designs and materials. 

The chief of the gnves raglstraUon 
■orriee, who is temporarily In this 
country for consultation, has recently 
brought a carload ot mortuary papers 
and records from France and has es- 
tablished a graves registration divi- 
sion In the office of the quartermaster 
general In Washington, where these 
records can be vforked out to comple- 
tion for the use of families of the dead. 
No effort 1* being spared to insure ac- 
curacy and to perfect such records 
as require further Investigation. 

Bo many liKjuiries, have demanded 
Information as to llie extent of our 
agreements w ith France In relation to 
mortuary matters that the War De- 
partnient makes the folluwing state- 
ment: 

American compacts with the French 
State provide: 

\. That cemetery space for our 
dead shall be allotted within French 
^rritolly without cost tb the Ameri- 
can 60Vemment or people, wherever 
S9ch space may be required. No al- 
lied amy or nation may procure cem- 
otery apace in France by rental, pur- 
chase o rothvr method of Independent 
•etion. 

t. That bodies will be transferred i 
from temporary resting plaoes In '

cemeteries eball have been made by . 
an international commission and ap- 
proved by the ministry of war for as- 
signment to American use.

Considering the tact tbat he was al- 
uays handicapped by bad eyesight, 
riieodore Roosevelt waa an amazingly 
close observer of natural life. When 
he went on trips either as a hunter, 
naturalist or explorer, he constantly 
observed the liTe around him and in 
this way contributed much Interesting 
and usofUii data to the records ot na- 
tural history. 

The trained obaerrer, like "Sherlock 
Holmes," for inatanoe, poaaasaea the 
faculty of aeelng thlnga that other 
men overlook. Such obeenren have a 
paaalon for minutiae tltat, to a loaa 
dlseeming peraon, would aeem a waate 
ot time. But, both in detaotlTo work 
and the atudy of naturo thia type of 
mind is a tremendously valuable asset 
111 putting two and two together and 
obtaining results. Roosevelt was a 
naturo detective, as It were, and he 
urten obtained as much data from de- 
tail as Sherlock liolmea Obtained oiuea 

from eigar ashes. 

John Durroughs In his hooli "Cauip- 
Ing and Tramping with Roosevelt," 
ha^ written of the Colonel's close and 
accurate observations ot birds and an- 
imals and citea many concrete illiu- 
trations of it 

"When I aooompanled him on his 
trip to Tellowatone Park in April, 
IMS," wrote Mr. Burroughs, "I got a 
fresh Impression ot tbe extent of his 
natural history knowledge and of his 
trained powers of observation. Noth- 
Int; escaped him, from bears lo mice, 
from wild geese lo chickadees, from 
elk to rwl Biiuirrels; he took II all lu 
and he t(i(ik It in as only an alftrt, vig- 
orous iniiul can take it in. On that 
occasion 1 was able to help hlin Iden- 
tify only one new bird. All the other 
birds he reeogniied ea quickly aa I 
did." 

Brely thia is » remarkable tribute 
to Roosevellt'a ebility aa a naturalist 
from tbe greateat nature writer since 
ThoNau — a man who has made a life- 
time study ot the, habtu of MrM, 
beaaU and Ish. U ta the more re- 
i|iarkable when one atops to consider 
the extant ot neoeav«|t'e aotivttles in 
fleUo other thaa aetural hlstoiy. 

Bwron^e aleo wrote that he^eouU 
not recall hSTing ever mot a man with 
a keener and moro comprohensive la- 
tercet in tbe wUd lite amund him— nn 
Intoreet that waa hnOMUi aa well as 
aelentitle. 

"He juually saw ths bird or heard 
its note as quickly as I did", continued 
Hurroughs, "and I had HOtklng else to
